“T have not yet received a report 
of the result of today’s fight on the 
left wing. Under the conditions of 
the fighting the losses are necessa- 
rily considerable. I have ordered 
that the positions we now hold be 
stubbornly defended tomorrow.”’

General Kuropatkin is in the thickest 
of the fighting and Genera) Sakharoff, his 
chief of staff, is personally directing re- 
| Condissances, The contlict has béen most 
, desperate at the center and on the west 
flank. The advance guards at those points 
had to be repeatedly reinforced, owing to 
the great pressure of the Japanese ate 
tacks. At nightfall on October 12 the 
Russian right was withdrawn from its 
main position; but one of the abandoned 
| positions was retaken at the point of the 
| bayonet during the night. 

Contrary to Field Marshal Oyama’'s re- 
port, no indication is given in General 

Kuropatkin's telegram of an enveloping 
movement by General Oku. The only po- 
sitions captured by the Japanese force 
| were at the center, where the Russians 
were compelled to retire during the aft- 
ernoon. There is no mention of the loss 
of guns. The war office declines to deny 
| that there was such a loss. but explains 
, that such an incident was possible while 
| positions were changing hands, put that 
even if it is true, it is of no material 
consequence.

Stone and Robert Gill, who eloped from 


Ashiand Tuesday’ were found dead with | 


their hands clasped near a pond in that 
vicinity today by a searching party. 

A bullet kole in the head of each told 
the story of supposed double suicide, or 
murder and suicide. 

Mises Stone was shot 
and Gill in the forehead. 
off his coat and vest. 

The indications are that he killed the 
girl and then shot himeelf. 

Mias Stone left a letter for her parents, 
in which she declared that she had never 
done anvthing amiss or that she would 
have been ashamed for the world to 
know, and that the reason for her agree- 
ing to die was that her health was not 
good, and that, not being allowed to love 
her sweetheart, life was an utter blank 
to her. She asked that she be buried 
in the same grave with her lover, a re- 
quest which. it !s understood, will be 
complied with. 

She asked also that the pistol by which 
she met her death should lie on her 
eoffin until the burial service, and that 
at the funeral it be taken, instead of 
flowers, by the honorary pallbearers.

facts and information as the farmer 
would want to enable him to recognize 
this dreaded pest, should it,. by any 


chance, reach Georgia. All of the charac- | 


| teristics of the boll weevil are clearly 
| Set forth, and brief accounts are given 
|Of insects which have frequentiy been 
| mistaken for the boll weevil, such as 
_the cowpea pod weevil, the acorn and 
| chestnut weevil, the blood weed weevil, 
, the cotton sharpshooter and the cotton 
‘boll worm. Many of these bugs which 
‘have been found in Georgia cotton flelds 
have been sent to Mr. Newell on the sup- 
position that they were the real thing 
'which had managd to get into Georgia 
‘surreptitiously from Texas. 

Mr. Newell also gives extracts from 
| the Georgia boll weevil quarantine law 
‘passed at the last session of the legisla- 
ture and containing the measures adopt- 
‘ed to prevent, if possible, the introduc- 
| tion of the boll weevil into this state. 
One of the most interesting features 
Qf the report treats of the value of birds 
‘to the cotton planter. many species of 
|birds being such enemies of the boll 
| weevil and like insects as to live upon 
/them almost entirely. On this subject Mr. 
Newell says.in the bulletin: 

“While the entomologist is trying in 
‘every way possible to prevent the intro- 
iduction of the boll weevil into Georgia, 
jit also behooves the planter himself to do 
‘something in anticipation of the problem 
| which he will sooner @r later have to 
confront. It may be one year, or it may 
‘be twenty, before the boll weevil ap- 
ipears in Georgia. bul if anv measures 
'can be taken now, by which the ravages 
|of this Insect can be lessened when it 
‘does appear, the resulting good

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GET BEHIND THE FREIGHT BUREA 

Boston is the great shoe market of the western hemisphere. 

An Atlanta jobber who buys his shoes from Boston pays $1.14 a hundred 
pounds for delivery in Atlanta. A Nashville merchant buys exactly the same 
bill of goods in Boston; it is shipped through Atlanta to Nashville, and the 
Nashville merchant pays 85 cents per hundred, notwithstanding the fact that 
the railroads haul it 300 miles further for delivery. | 

The Atlanta merchant begs that this bill of goods be siopped in Atlanta 
at the same rate that Nashville—300 miles further—pays for it, but the rail- 
roads tell him that the rate sheet is so complicated that it is impossible to 
consider the matter of equalization—hence they continue to haul 300 miles 
further for 29 cents less than they get on Atlanta shipments. 

An Atlanta merchant buys a bill of goods from the east and the same 
bill of goods is delivered to the Birmingham merchant at the same rate of 
The railroads call that the eastern basic rate con- 
trolling delivery in either Birmingham or Atlanta. 

An Atlanta merchant buys a bill of goods in the west. 
That bill of goods is delivered to Birmingham 
at a very much less rate than it is brought to Atlanta, because, the rail 
roads say, “Birmingham has competition from the west.” 

The same principle that puts Birmingham on the same basis with A‘- 
lanta from the east, notwithstanding Atlanta’s advantage in mileage, is 
absolutely disregarded on freight shipments from the west, where Birming-

“To the Honorable Boami of County

“For twenty years past the city of 
Atienta has, with many other cities in 
the gtate, been grievously discrimimted 
against in the matter of freight rates 
upon interstate traffic, the effect of 
which has been to work grave injustice 
to the commercial interests of our peo- 
ple.

Lovis Henderson, who is said to have 
ccmmitted a murder in Atlanta two vears 
ago, came back to the city two days 
ago, secured a position in a drug store 
and last night he flim-flammed his em- 
ployer out of $5 and skipped town. 

Henderson reached the city Tuesday 
from Anderson, 8S. C., and went-to work 
on Wednesday for Dr. W. N. Kennedy, 
Who has a drug store at 288 Decatur 
atreet. Dr. Kennedy knew the man, as 
he had worked for him elewen years ago 
at Spartanburg, S. C. He did not know, 
however, at the time of the charge of 
rourder. 

Last night a gentleman, who came to 
Atianta on an excursion from Anderson, 
went into Dr. Kennedy's drug store and 
purchased medicine to the value of $8. 
He gave the druggist a $6-bill. Hender- 
son stepped forward and said: 

“Dr. Kennedy, I will go out and get 
that bill changed for you.’’ 

He- was given the money and he left 
the store. Time passed and he did not 
return. Dr. Kennedy's daughter told her 
father she had met Henderson on Deca- 
tur street, and’ he was walking very 
fast, with his hat pulled down over his 
eves. He did not speak when she ac- 
ccsted him. 

Another person who knew Henderson 
reported that he saw him going out Ma- 
rietta street. It is believed Henderson 
went to Howell's station for the vurpose 
of boarding the excursion train to An- 
derson, S. €. City and county police-
